DEFINITIONS. 


In’ a little booklet which we 
came ‘across the other day, we 
encountered some interesting de- 
finitions which may give cause 
for more than “a moment's 
thought. A’ miser, according to 
to this book, is a man “who 
saves sixty cents out of every 
dollar and expends thirty-seven. 
cents of the balance ‘for living 
expenses, and one cent each for 
education; recreation. and alme.” 
That description might hold true 
in some cases, but it seems to us 
that a miser cannot be defined in 
terms of cents and dollars. A 
poor man, ambitious ‘to get ahead 
and saving sixty cents ‘out. of 
avery dollar that comes his way, 
is not a miser. The trouble is 
that too mapy people save wiih- 
out a definite motive. In many 
cases the motive—independence— 
exists until. we are comfortably 
fited. Then frugality‘is so firmly 
establiahed as a thabit that it 
becomes an obsession, a form of 
mania. Here in Hongkong we 
all know people who scrape.and 
savé, looking toa future of ease, 
enjoyment and comfort, All too 
many.of them, however, overlook 
the point that in-the process they 
are losing the capacity to onjoy 
anything except money-making. 
For such, there will te very little 
real happiness in the deys ‘ahead. 
They dreani-of times which will 
never bé theirs, 

: The sémo booklet defines a 
spendthrift as a man who saves 
nothing, spends fifty.cight- cents 
out.of éach do lar.on living ex- 
pouses, forty conts on recreation 
and one cent each for. alms and 
education..’We have heard the 
theory put forward that.a spénd- 
thrift ia. simply’ 2 man: with.a 


peculiar condition of the adrenal|

featiess—a-hero, for inetance, ia

Our shopkeepers, 
cinema proprietors, theatrical and 
vaudeville companies, all lose 
custom or patronage, with very 
few people venturing abroad on a 
hurricane night. Damage is done 
to various possessions of ours, 
especially in the gardon. Trams 


‘jand ferries “stop running,..“and 


perhaps this aleo means 6 bunt 
for temporary accommodation for 
some ofus, Going out in rickshas 
means an adventure, and a certain 
wetting. Meanwhile, all sport and 
pleasurable. outings have to be 
cancelled,. at practically a few 
hours’ notice. Shipping com- 
pavies lose business to ‘a marked 
extent, and their vessels have to 
burn extra fuel.. Our maila are 
held up, even as long as forty- 
eight hours, And, perhaps moat 
serious of all, the Colony’s sani- 
tary servics is temporarily thrown 
out of gear. Kitchen and street 
refuse: piles up on the Praya, 
whilst several days’ nightsoil 
accumulgtes in the houges (and in 
the meantime there is a typhoid. 
“epidemic'). It is just as woll 
that even the flies fear to véntura 
forth in'a typhoon blow, And all 
the time ‘there is the uncertainty 
as to how long the squally weathor 
is going to last, and whether it 
might not become worse.

Getting Accustomed.: 


While on the subject of ty- 
phoons, we might comment on 
the: bost..remedy for local 
residents—get used to them! This 
advice is” probably. only needed 
by newcomers. To the ‘Chinese 
themeelyes—espscially our float- 
ing population—it has become 
“allin the day's work”. So the 
sampan folk know not (and pos- 


{sibly care not) whether they -will 


Ispend the night snug by Praya 
wall or tossing on the waves in 
one of the shelters. To some 
sections of our population a 
typhoon appeara te bs a true 
windfall, as it provides them with 
free firewooi.. Yesterday, just as 
daylight was lending to, the wet 
outlook a ghostly groyness,. we 
observed one reason why there 
seemed, later, to have been 60 
little damage dona. id - rondsida 
trees. The highways were littar- 
ed with twigs and branches, but 


out into that dismal dawn, while}. 


trees still swayed in a hurricane 
wind, came a‘small army of 
Chinese coolie wémen—and in 
half an hour ell. but the bigger 
branches had gone; They wers 
the gleanors after Nature's scythe 
had passed. To :them it was 
valuable trove. So that, aftor all,
